Kissinger, Eban meet 
Dayan going to . 
U.S. on March 29

WASHINGTON, — Defence Minister 
Moshe Dayan will come here in 10 
days to begin the process of in- 
direct talks between Israel and 
Syria on troop disengagement, it 
was announced here yesterday by 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 

and Foreign Minister Abba Eban. 

Eban and Kissinger emerged 
from an hour long meeting, their 
second in the past week, to talk 
briefly with newsmen. “We bave de- 
cided,” Eban said, “that it will be 
mutually convenient for the Israel 
representative, Defence Minister 
Moshe Dayan, to be here later this 
month, on the 29th of March.” Gep- 
eral Dayan, according to ΕΒ, 
“will be in a position to have a 
full discussion with the Secretary of 
State on all the implications and 
details of the disengagement agree- 
ment as we see it.” 

Neither Eban nor Kissinger would 
reveal when the Syrian delegation 
would arrive, but other Administra- 
tion sources indicated it could be 
well afterwards. Kissinger returns 
from ἃ four-day trip to Moscow 
only on March 28, and after meet- 
ing with Dayan is expected to try 
to leave for a long-postponed holi- 
day. When asked how long the 
Dayan talks would take, Kissinger 
joked, “I expect it will be a good 
dialogue and I also expect to go on 
vacation.” Kissinger said he had 
not been given the name of the 
Syrian delegate. 

After the meeting on Tuesday, 
Kissinger -agreed with Hban that 
«the conversations. were held in a 
spirit of friendship and understand- 
ing.” He emphasized that they 
agreed that disengagement between 
Israel and Syria is the “top priority 

Asked whether there was any sig- 
nificance in the delay of the Dayan 
visit until after bis Russian trip, 
Kissinger said only that March 29 
was the most convenient day. He 
added that the Israel Government 
‘wes prepared to send the Defence 
Minister “at various times.” 

Kissinger told newsmen: “We are 
hopeful and confident the talks will 
make a marked step forward.” Nel- 


ther official would discuss details of 
their views on disengagement, But 
in response to a question about 
whether Israel was being pressed to 
make concessions, Eban called the 
characterization an “overstatement,” 
and added “but we are prepared for 
the kind of concrete and pragmatic 
compromise that is necessary to 
reach agreement, 

Eban then left the State Depart- 
ment for a late afternoom session 
with members of the Senate Forelgn 
Relations Committee. Kissinger re- 
turned upstairs to a meeting with 
Soviet Ambassador Anatoly Dob- 
rynin, presumably on the Middle East 
and on other issues that would be 
on the agenda of Kissinger’s meeting 
in Moscow next week. 

The Post’s Diplomatic Correspon- 
dent writes however that Mr. Dayan 
15. reconsi his to visit 
Washington late this month The 
Post learned this last night from a 
source close to the Defence Minister. 


The source said: ‘If there 15 no 
movement — he won't go (to 
‘Washington)." He refused to define 
what he meant by “movement”. He 
indicated, however, that the military 
situation in the north was an im- 
portant factor in Mr. Dayan’s re- 
evaluation of ithe advisability of his 
trip.

Meggadim was killed in an artillery clash with the Syrians yester- 
day morning. Two other soldiers were injured and were last night 


reported to be out of danger. 


During the incident two U.N, observers, 2 Dane and a Finn, were 
ὩΣ injured in the crossfire. They were evacuated by the Syrians to 


+ Damascus for treatment. 


Yesterday's clash — a daily oc- 
currence on the Golan Heights over 
the past eight days — started at 
6.30 a.m. and was concentrated on 
IsraeH positions in the Mazrat Beit 
Jann, Harfa, Tel Shams and Umm 
Butma areas. Tel Faris, two kms, 
inside the pre-October lines, was also 
shelled. 

Asrael replied in force to the Sy- 
rian bombardment and spotters said 
they saw two Syrian tanks, which 
had opened fire on an Israeli posi- 
tion at El Mel from the Akraba 
region, go up in flames, Also hit 
were several military concentrations 
in the southern and central sectors 
of the bulge, as well as infantry 
and tank positions. Syrian artillery 
units are also believed to have suf- 
fered direct hits. 

Buchbut was killed five minutes 
before a cease-fire arranged by the 
U.N, for 9.15 am. was due to come 
into effect. One of the wounded 
was hurt by the same shell, while 
the second wounded soldier was hit 
by intermittent fire which conti- 
nued until 11.30. The area remained 
quiet for the afternoon and last 
night, 

During the clash yesterday set- 
ers on the Golan and in the north- 


ern Galilee stopped all work in the 
fieldg and took to their shelters. 
All roads in the region were closed 
to non-authorized traffic for the 
fourth consecutive day. 

Buchbut was the third soldier to 
be killed in the area in the past 
two days. On Monday, two soldiers 
were killed at Mazrat Beit Jann and 
three others were wounded. One of 
the men killed on Monday died while 
trying to extricate a wounded com- 
rade while the area was under fire. 

Yesterday afternoon, Defence Min- 
ister Moshe Dayan toured the Go- 
lan Heights and the cease-fire line 
with Syria. He was accompanied 
by senior officers of the Northern 
Command.

RAMAT GAN. -— The municipality 
here complained yesterday that, -in 
addition to polluting the Yarkon 
River, Petah Tikva's sewage may ‘be 
poisoning the water supply here, in 
operation to clean the river began 
this week, but the municipality. is 
afraid that too little is being done, 
and too late. 

It says that industrial wastes seep- 
ing from a break in the Petah Tikva 
sewage line have pooled up in nearby 
citrus groves and may now seep 
underground and contaminate this 
city's wells. The break has already 
brought an order for five Petah 
Tikva plants to close pending the 
line's repair. 

Meanwhile, tanker trucks are 
pouring 250,000 cubic metres of 
water into the river as part of the 
cleaning operation, This has caused 
it to lose its usual murky green 
colour and take on a checkerboard 
ap] ce, with patches of black 
alternating with frothy white foam, 

While residents still complain of 
headaches and nausea every time 
the wind blows their way, Ramat 
Gan and the other municipalities also 
fear a new invasion of mosquitoes. 
Although. the city said, ἢ wag 
promised that the river was to have 
been sprayed yesterday, Health Mi- 
nistry workers indicated that the 
necessary rubber boats and chemicals 
had not yet arrived. The municipal 
spokesman said that by the time the 
job is dome, there will be a ‘new 
generation of mosquitoes to plague 
inhabitants.

man Rutman, a Moscow Jewish en-° 


gineer now at Tel-Aviv University, 
in the latest issue of “Soviet Jew- 
ish Affairs," the journal published 
by the Institute of Jewish: Affairs 
in London, 

The general movement of dissent 
in Russia comprises various ele- 
ments. First, there are the national 
movements of non-Russian peoples 
in which separatist tendencies re- 
main a force (e.g., in the Baltic re- 
publics, Ukraine and the Caucasian 


greater national and cultural inde- 
pendence. There are also the strug- 
gles of some peoples in Russia with- 
out mational territories — such as 
the Crimean Tartars and the Georg- 
jan Turks. Secondly, there is the 
democratic movement, which covers 
a wide variety of trends of oppo- 
sitional social thought and action. Tt 
has come to emphasise the strug- 
gie for civil rights. This phenomenon 
dates from about 1966 and has been 
marked by a certain shift to the 
right, with the socialist formulation 
frequently being only a concession 
to youthful ideals. It was in this 
framework that the samizdat (un- 
derground literature) developed. The 
two other groups mentioned are the 
Russites — nourished by the idea of 
a nationalist Russia often based on 
the Orthodox Church — and reli- 
gious movements struggling for the 
freedom of religious expression. 

The Jewish national movement, 
for its part, seeks a rebirth of na- 
tional consciousness defining Russian 
Jewry as part of the Jewish people, 
with Israel as its cultural and po- 
litical centre. Its main aim has 
been to secure for those Jews who 
so desire the right to emigrate to 
Israel. However, Rutman feels, there 
is no serious movement aimed at 
securing Jewish national life within 
the U.S.S.R. Hebrew is only being 
studied by those intending to emig- 
rate while he feels there is no 
basis for the revival of Yiddish cul- 
ture there, The Jewish national mio- 
vement can therefore be correctly 
called Zionist. The struggle for re- 
ligious freedom plays a certain role 
among Jews in specific areas but 
the main thrust is in other direc- 
tions. The methods used include 
letters, complaints and petitions to 
the authorities, demonstrations and 
the judicial struggle. 

The main aim of the Jewish na- 
tional movement, namely, free emig- 
ration to Israel, does not contradict 
other national movements and com- 
Pletely accords with the democratic 
movement. The fight for free emig- 
ration (and, in principle, free re- 
tum) has a special place in the 
struggle for civil rights. It was the 
Jews who stressed the legal aspects 
and demanded a clearly defined re- 
gulation of emigration procedure. 
Jewish activists were advised or 
defended by advocates famed for 
their courageous struggle at trials 
of members of the democratic mo- 
vement, The famous democratic sa-

Although American food ‘prices 


have been steadily going up over the 


past two years, the increase since 


last summer has been phenomenal. 
In one week alone, retail food 


prices went up by 45 per cent, 
reflecting the steep rise in the cost 
of agricultural materials now being 
passed down the line to the con- 
sumer, Almost every time one shops, 
the cost of staple items is a little 
higher as the graph for food prices 
climbs like Hiverest. The forecast for 
the future, based on current farm- 
ing costs, is that the trend will 
continue. 

Yet the comparatively low cost of 
American food in the past has pro- 
duced a people who, ir general, could 
think of a good meal only In terms 
of beef steak. Indeed, a whole ge- 
neration of American travellers 
abroad has condemned Européan 
food because no: chef outside the 
United States serves sirloin as large 
and as rare as they do in Texas. 

The accepted American accompa- 


niments to the steak are a heap 
of fried potatoes and a dousing of 
tomata ketchup, followed by 8. slice 
of apple pie topped with a large 
seoop of vanilla ice cream. Until 
recently this calorific combination 
could be found on the menu of 
virtually every self-respecting res- 
taurant in the United States, from 
the fashionable east side of Manhat- 
tan to the small desert towns of 
Nevada. Although nutritionists shud- 
dered and cholesterol counters 
paled there was no discouraging the 
‘American working man from tis 
favourite dinner. 

The ever-growing choice of ‘con- 
venience" foods with in- 
structions “simply add water 
and bake for 20 minutes” hag also 
produced a generation of non-cooks. 
Millions of American children have 
been reared on manufactured break- 
fast cereal, hot dogs, potato chips, 
syrupy ice cream sodes and fizzy 
bottled drinks. Now that mothers 
are having to think twice before 
buying any food item, there is hope 
that American children’s diets may 
change for the better. 

With low-cost recipes now glar- 
ing at them from every magazine, 
many American housewives are 
amazed to discover that protein 
comes in other forms than steak. 
They are trying, even liking, the 
kind of dishes that have support- 
ed the European peasantry for ge- 
nerations — forgotten this side of 
the Atlantic since their immigrant 
ancestors died. 

The new search for cheap ways to 
feed a family is most evident 
among educated, middle-class wo- 
men. Recently two such, ‘total stran- 
gers, bumped into one another at 
@ grocery store 85 they sought out 
the same items: dried white beans, 
garlic and canned tomatoes, They 
laughed at the discovery that they 
were both about to try the same 
recipe which they had read in the 
same newspaper. But even dried 
beans and rice are from two to 
three times the price they were a 
year ago.
